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ANNUAL SCHOOL REPORT 


The 1953 State valuation for the Town of Whitefield is now 
$566,000. Whereas, the last valuation for determining the 
class on school subsidy was $516,000. The State valuation di- 
vided by the average number of pupils enrolled in the schools 
for the previous two years sets the class for the town in the edu- 
cational formula. Our elementary and secondary registration 
on April 1, 1953 was 229 pupils whereas in 1954 the enroll- 
ment was 225. The average of these two figures divided into 
the State valuation places Whitefield in Class 3 for educational 
subsidy. ‘Therefore, the percentage of State Aid for education- 
al operating expenditures will be 45 per cent for the 1955-56 - 
school year. However, it is doubtful at the present time if the 
town will receive 100 per cent on the formula. We have been 
advised by the State Department that it will be probably safe 
to base our school budget on 95 per cent payment. This would 
mean a receipt of $12,811.70 from the state next December 
15th. We are in hopes that before town meeting a definite 
figure will be reported so that we will know the exact amount 
each town will receive. We now have 177 pupils enrolled in 
the grade schools as follows: Coopers Mills Primary Grades 
1-2-3-4,—27 pupils. Coopers Mills Grammar with Grades 
5-6-7-8 has 21 pupils. Keyes Corner with Grades 7-8 has 20 
pupils. North Whitefield has 27 pupils in Grades 4-5-6. The 
Church School has Grades 1-2-3-4 with 29 pupils. Kings Mills 
Primary, which houses Grades 1-2-3 has 26 pupils while Kings 
Mills Grammar has Grades 5-6-7-8 with 27 pupils. 

We have noticed that there is a tendency on the part of some 
pupils to disregard the teacher assignment and waste time in 
school. However, in the plan of education today every pupil 
must be brought into a true consciousness of his own responsi- 
bility to study in school. ‘The child must be taught to work, 
because labor is the very foundation of future success. The 
school has its part to perform but a very large share of the 
responsibility is required on the part of the home. Unless 
there is training in home responsibility, school responsibility 
cannot have a true and lasting effect. We now need a different 
preparation than was required a generation ago. There is a 
different outlook for young people and whether favored or not 
the true education of every boy and girl must be borne by the 
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community, the home and the school if success is to be achieved. 

The town is now paying secondary school tuition on 52 pu- 
pils of which 10 are Seniors. Fifteen pupils are attending Cony 
High, 18 are attending Erskine Academy, nine are going to Wis- 
casset High, one to Lincoln Academy, five to Gardiner High, 
one to Bridge Academy and three to Waldoboro. Some _ of 
these pupils are taking their educational career too lightly and 
are not applying themselves properly to their studies. To coun- 
teract this situation the Board of Education may, if they so 
desire, require that free tuition privileges shall continue only 
as long as the pupil shall maintain a satisfactory standard of 
deportment and scholarship. The scholastic requirement gen- 
erally accepted for free tuition is that any youth must maintain 
a satisfactory standard in at least 34 of his studies in order for 
the town in which he resides to be required to pay his tuition. 
It is now universally accepted that parents and teachers, home 
and school, must join their influence if the best results are to 
be attained in the education of their children. 

We appreciate the loyal support that has been received in 
maintaining our schools and the cooperation of teachers, pa- 
rents and citizens.

REPORT OF THE CONSOLIDATED 
SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


Since loans from the School Building Authority are now 
limited to the legal debt limit of a town, Whitefield would be 
unable to borrow enough from this agency to build a school 
adequate for our needs. The most we could borrow under pro- 
visions of the Statute on Municipal Debt Limit from either a 
bank or the School Building Authority would be $37,500.00. 
From no contractor were we able to secure an estimate figure 
within this limit for a school which would meet the needs of 
Whitefield. 

The Consolidated School Fund now stands just over $7,000. 
Your Committee feels that building this year would be imprac- 
tical but would recommend raising $5,000.00 to be applied to 
‘the Consolidated School Fund. We would then be in a better 
financial position for building in the near future.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH 
NURSING SERVICE 


Whitefield 1954 


Public Health Nursing is your community service to assure 
that resources for prevention and care of disease are fully uti- 
lized. The very meaning of health has broadened to a positive 
concept of physical, mental and social well-being. 

The value of infant and. pre-school child health conferences 
cannot be too highly stressed and publicized, especially in wide- 
ly separated rural areas without a resident doctor. The weak 
point in health coverage of our children is in that period after 
birth and before school when many of the most serious illnesses 
attack with disastrous results. ‘These health measures enable 
the Public Health Nursing Service to better serve you—for the 
future of any community lies in the safe guarding of its chil- 
dren. 

The well organized and successful completion of the first year 
of annual medical inspection in grades two, five and eight in 
your schools is a great step forward. No examination can take 
the place of that of the family doctor, but it is generally found 
that some children do not have this benefit and a health prob- 
lem cannot be solved until a child’s physical condition is known. 
The combined results of this doctor, teacher and nurse _ con- 
tinual observation of the school child carried on a permanent 
health record, plus yearly offered immunization boosters against 
diphtheria, smallpox and tetanus continues protection of your 
children and completes a well rounded health service. 

I thank your health council members for the volunteer help, 
without which we could not accomplish the work we do and 
I am pleased to have the opportunity to participate with you 
in your program.
